The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  34;  there  was  one 
death  from  this  disease.  This  is  the  highest  number  of  cases  notified 
iir  many  yc-^rs;  most  of  the  cases,  were  however  of  a very  mild  type. 
One  case  only  was  removed  to  hospital.
